• MARION, Sept. 18—Senator War- 
ren G. Harding, Republican nominee, 
received delegations of several hund- 
red foreign born citizens around his 
front porch today and to them he ad- 
dressed a sermon on citizenship and 
the duties they 
owe America for 


their adoption. His 
visitors 
were 


mainly from New York, Chicago, Cle- 
veland and other Ohio cities and ot 
various nationalities 


Senator Harding made a plea for 


the erasure of race and class line in 
the United States, in impressing this 
point on his callers, the Senator de- 
clared that meddling in the affairs of 
Europe for the last four' years had 
accomplished little but "spilling bad 
manners and bad counsel all over the 
world" and prompting racial and class 
feeling here in America. 


"Let-us all pray," he said, "that 


America shall never become divided 
into classea sjnd never feel the men- 
ace of hypenated citizenship. 


"America does not want and does 


not ask that her foreign born citizens 
fdrget the countries of their nativity, 
tmt we do ask all to think of America 
first, 
serve America first,
